It is significant that Hollywood 
Bowl, the enhanting center of mu- 
sic and art, had its beginning as a 
setting for a reverent ‘religious serv- 
ice. 

This is the twenty-fifth consecu- 
tive Easter Sunrise Service in Holly- 
wood Bowl. The group of fervent 
community leaders of the Holly wood 
Community Sing and others who 
first gathered here for an uplifting 
and prayerful purpose set in motion 
the plans which eventually resulted 
in establishment of Symphonies Un- 
der the Stars. 


Although this is the 25th Holly- - 


wood Bowl Easter service, it is the 
27th in Hollywood. The initial 
service was held in 1919 on a nearby 
hilltop of Hollywood. In 1920 the 
increased interest forced the worship- 
pers to move to Olive Hill at Ver- 
mont avenue and Hollywood boule- 
vard. 

In the spring of 1921 the first 


service was given in the Bowl with | 


the Los Angeles Philharmonic Or- 
chestra appearing through the cour- 
tesy of its founder, the late William 
Andrews Clark, Jr. 

The Hollywood Ministerial Asso- 
ciation appoints by rotation the 
preachers who deliver the message, 
scripture reading, invocation and 
benediction. Hundreds of residents 
in this area contribute the 20,000 
calla lilies used in decorations. “Iwo 
hundred and fifty singers between 
the ages of 8 and 20 devote many 
days of rehearsal perfecting their 
songs for the traditional living cross. 

In 1943 the Easter Sunrise Service 
became a non-profit community cor- 
poration so that this important civic 
undertaking may be perpetuated. 
Mrs. Burdette Hastings Chapman 1s 
president of the corporation which 
in turn appoints the general commit- 
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tee to supervise preparation of Easter 
programs. Otto K. Oleson, vice-pres- 
ident of the corporation, is general 
chairman of the sunrise service com- 
mittee. 

Color, creed and station in life 
are cast aside on Eastern morning. 
From midnight of Saturday into the 
early Sunday hours, throngs of ar- 
dent men, women and children walk 
up Pepper Tree Lane. By sun-up 
the 20,000 seats are occupied. Other 
thousands are scattered about the hills 
and every available space is taken. As 


many as 30,000 have attended Easter - 


services. i 
There is no more impressive sight 


in all the world than Hollywood 


Bowl on Easter morning—thousands 
of -eager, earnest people with up- 
turned faces in the sincere observa- 
tion of the time when Christ Jesus 
recorded his triumph over the cross 
and the tomb. 

The program is broadcast coast- 
to-coast through the courtesy of the

Hollywood Community Sing 


What is the ‘Hollywood Com- 
munity Sing?” 

It is a movement for Unity, Self- 
Expression and Community Serv- 
ice, for the enrichment of Commun- 
ity Life through song. The “Sing” 
started during the World War I, 
June 16, 1917, through the co- 
operation of all the civic, musical 
and publicity organizations of Hol- 
lywood. The ‘Sing’ meets every 
Tuesday evening at the Hollywood 
Woman’s Club Auditorium through- 
out its- season, from September to 
June. The ‘‘Sing’’ gives all its pro- 
grams without charge to the public. 
It is supported by voluntary sub- 
scriptions and memberships. Hugo 
Kirchhofer has always been director 
of music: Inez Jacobson accompanist 
many years. To them, and a group 
of truly altruistic workers, the mem- 
bers pay allegiance, and the “Sing” 
owes much of its success. 

The “‘Sing’’ has brought many ar- 
tists of national reputation to its pro- 
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grams, whom_ otherwise hundreds 
who attend its meetings would never 
have heard. It teaches appreciation of 
the best in music, generates commun- 
ity spirit, and fosters every worth- 
while community project. It pre- 
sents Hollywood throughout this 
country as a city of progressive, dem- 
ocratic, educated, and cultured peo- 
ple. It helps every civic organization 
in Hollywood. Through Artie Ma- 
son Carter’s leadership it was a ma- 
jor factor in providing and creating 
the Hollywood Bowl, Symphonies 
under the Stars and the annual Easter 
Sunrise Service. 


Finally, it keeps alive in our hearts 
the sentiment of the world’s best 
songs, and therefore makes us better 
citizens and more congenial neigh- 
bors. It is the Hearthstone of Holly- 
wood for hospitality, where neigh- 
bors become friends.

Introducing Leopold Stokowski 


Most important Bowl news of 
many. years is the appointment. of 
Leopold Stokowski as music director 
for three years. He will conduct the 
eight Tuesday night symphony con- 
certs, the eight Sunday night broad- 
casts and will have charge of all ra- 
dio, recording and motion picture ac- 
tivity in which the Bowl may par- 
ticipate. 

Stokowski has been listed among 
the few top ranking conductors of 
the world for more than a quarter 
century. Through his Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra for nearly 30 
years he brought music to millions 
and is largely responsible for the 
growth in appreciation of fine music 
throughout the land. 

He came to the United States at 
the age of 18 from his native Lon- 
don, immediately became an Ameri- 
can citizen and has since been the 
foremost American music leader. 

He has consistently been the cham- 


pion of American youth, in witness 
of which he organized the American 
Youth Orchestra after personally 
auditioning 400 girls and boys in 
every state of the Union. He took 
the orchestra of 100 to South Amer- 
ica and later made recordings with 
the young orchestra. 

He has been an enthusiast for con- 
temporary music and has given first 
American performances of works by 
contemporaries of this and _ other 
lands. He has given hundreds of 
American scores their first hearing, 
including compositions from South 
and Central America. His profound 
knowledge of Bach is too well 
known to need elaboration. 

Besides the Philadelphia’ Sym- 
phony, he has been conductor of the 
Cincinnati, the N.B.C. and New 
York City Symphony orchestras and 
has been guest conductor in this and 
other countries for the best sym- 
phony orchestras.
